MUSICIAN BIOGRAPHIES 

Mezzo-soprano and music education major Brittany Eaton has performed in several 
productions during her time at Salisbury University, most notably the role of Guinevere in 
Camelot, under the direction of Dr. T. Paul Pfeiffer. Other productions include Mozart’s The 
Adagic Flute (Third Lady) and Gilbert and Sullivan’s The Pirates of Penzance (Kate). Brittany has 
been involved in several performance ensembles, including as part of the River Concert 
Series at St. Mary’s College. Recipient of the 2012 William M. Folger Scholarship, Brittany 
has competed at the National Association of Teachers of Singing Student Auditions, 
receiving Honors in 2011 and 2013 and moving on to compete at the Regional level. Her 
interest and studies in conducting with Dr. William Folger led to an opportunity to conduct 
the Salisbury Pops under the guidance of Professor Lee Knier. When home in Calvert 
County, MD, Brittany works with public school students at St. Leonard Elementary and 
Calvert High School. Brittany aspires to further her career in music education and explore 
an interest in child psychology. 

Michael Pistorio, baritone, is a frequent performer with many stage and concert credits 
to his name. Most notably, he has performed the roles of Papageno in Salisbury 
University’s production of Mozart’s Die fauberflote, Lancelot in Camelot , Pirate King in The 
Pirates of Penzance, and he was a soloist in Faure’s Requiem, Gounod’s Saint Cecilia Mass, 
ArtScape 2012, and the Sing to Make-A-Wish benefit concert. In December 2011, Michael 
was featured with the Salisbury Symphony Orchestra in Vaughan Williams’ Fantasia on 
Christmas Carols under the baton of Professor Lee Knier. In March 2013, Michael competed 
in the MD/DC National Association of Teachers of Singing Student Auditions, garnering 
first place in his category. A native of Pasadena, MD, Michael completes his undergraduate 
studies in vocal performance in December. 

Pianist Veronica Knier is an instructor in the Department of Fine Arts, University of 
Maryland Eastern Shore, and music director at St. Alban’s Episcopal Church, Salisbury. 
Knier also has taught at the University of Connecticut, Wesleyan University and Brookdale 
Community College in Lincroft, NJ. In addition to teaching, Knier frequently performs 
throughout the Eastern Seaboard as a chamber musician, piano and organ soloist, and 
accompanist in many venues. She held the post of principal pianist/keyboardist with the 
Eastern Connecticut Symphony Orchestra for 16 years. She also has performed with the 
United States Coast Guard Band and Chamber Players, the New World Consort, Elite 
Syncopations, the Silver Bay Quartet, and many other instrumentalists, vocalists, and 
choral groups. She has a Master of Music in piano performance from the University of 
Connecticut and a diploma in piano performance from the Rouen Conservatory, Rouen, 
France.
